Ellen RobinEon, 
an aged widow living on her ranch on 
the line of tho Placerville aud Saeril- 
mcnto railroad, was evidently stamped 
to death and her house plundered. Her 
body was found outside of her door, the 
lower jawbone broken in two and all 
but two of her ribs crushed. Tho skin 
and llesh over the fractures showed tlie 
nail marks of a boot heel. Tlie bed 
clothes and contents of a trunk were 
scattered in confusion about her bed- 
room. Suspicion attached to a couple 
of Kanackas who have been camping 
near bv. Tlie coroncr'u inquest is still 
in progress, and Sheriff llilbcrt and 
District Attorney Carpenter are pursu- 
ing a rigid investigation.

CROP PROSPECTS. 


The Dry Winds Have Had a Bad 


Effect. 


Su'itAin'.NTO, May 7.—Director Har- 


wick of the state weather service, in 
his weekly erup bulletin, says the defi- 
ciency of heat in the coast counties 
lllollg with nightly fogs have greatly 
helped hay ami other vegetable growth, 
"mlon the other band tbo great excess 
of heat over normal in tho two great 
valleys of the sta'*, along with continu- 
ous drying winds, have had a bad effect 
on grain and hay. The excess of heat 
has drawn the moisture so rapidly and 
thoroughlv from the ground that it 
more than overbalances the gond effect 
of the rains of the previous week, there- 
fore the grain and hay crop is still ill a 
lirecarions condition, in fact almost a 
total failure in the San .loaquin valley, 
and very far below tlie average of an 
ordinary crop in tho Sacramento valley. 
The fruit, berries aud hop crops hid lair 
lo he above tlie average of a good year.
